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Summer outlook 
is one of 
steadiness 


Now York,. June 4. 

The U.S. cconomy this week entered a 
phase where two conflicting forces will 
exert thoir pull on the national produc- 
tion effort for some time to come. 

The eyelical recovery from the recent recession, 
the buoyant force which has held sway for an 
unbroken spell of many weeks, is now begin- 
ning to meet the seasonal factors, the tradi- 


tional summer slack. 


Economists regard the 


cyclical forces powerful enough to prevail. 


But signs of levelling off in 
the nation's economy have 
already begun te appear and 
the outlook for (he summer js 
likely to be one of high-platcau 
steadiness rather than a. con- 
tlnued climb. . 

The first indicatlon of this 
came Inst week when the latest 
figures for machine tool orders 
showed a algniflcant drop. 
Another indication came last 
week with a report ‘showing 
paperboard orders—the material 
for goads = packaging—levelling 
off after a sharp climb in the 
iirst quarter. Since both indica- 
tors concern articles of a pre- 
porotory nature, they are per- 
haps best suited for looking 
ahead, They both move tn ad- 
vance of acturl business ac- 


tivity. 
THE HOLIDAY 


Then last week another factor 
brought down the stendy  pro- 
duction cllmb of the past wecks 
—the Memorial Day holiday. 
The slump was must noticeable 
in automobiles and steel. 

Car production Jast week, for 
example, was only some 85,000 
unlts compared with the almost 
130,000 of Inst week, Although 
this was only a temporary set- 
back, most cconomists agrecd 
that the Memorlal Day week 
may have signalled the start of 
the summer season (os far as 
production is concerned and 
that from now on the “tug of 
wor" between the cyclical and 
the sensonal = forees will 
aMecially an. 

However, most of the output 
indicators up to this polnt have 
been favourable enouxh to give 
the cyclical forces a powerful 
fillip inte the battle. Car pro- 
duction figures for the month of 
May, for example, which were 
the highest for any month since 
October last yenr; or the 
previous week's stee] production, 
which kept to the above 
two million tons level for 
the second consecutive week. 

. New orders recelved by 
manufacturers in April jumped 


be | 


| eee per cent over the March 
vel to reach the highest point 
in sixteen months, Tolal inven- 
torles of manufacturers — in- 
ereased by $100 million in 
April, finally reversing a trend 
for seven consecutive monthly 
Inventory reductlons. Manufac- 
turers snies in April climbed 
two per cent over March and 
factory backlogs fn orders have 
reached the highest level since 
October. 


Even unemployment — co- 
operated, up to a polnt. It de- 
clincd by almost 200,000 in 
the period April 14 to May 15, 
dropping to a total of 
4,708,000. However, the drop 
was only scasonal and not 
powerful cnough to_ budge 
the percentage from 6.9 of the 
sotal labour force. 


Total employment for the 
same period climbed by more 
than one million to 66,778,000. 

The = persistently high unem- 
ployment lent urgency to one of 
the measures Presfdent Ken- 
nedy outlined last week in his 
special State of the Unifon mes-- 
sage to Congress — retraining 
workers displaced by automa- 
on. The measure was the Icast 
controversial of the Jot and 
marked the first conerefe step 
taken by the Jabour-conscious 
Kennedy administration In its 
effort to do away with hard-core 
unemployment, 

In ancther labour area, that 
of the looming car workers 
strike in late summer or early 
autumn, the government moved 
in with a warning that it will 
put its font downto prevent 
such labour strife. Just how the 
xovernment will go about it is 
not clear. To begin with, the 
Labour Secretary told car 
management and Iobour leaders 
such strike would be “in- 
tolerable.” This may take some 
steam out of automobile plant 
buying of steel for Inventory as 
a hedge ogainst such a strike—

‘Griscofulvin, which is o neor 
cousin to penicillin, was dis- 
covered ntarly 20 yenors ago as 
a specitas of penicitiium, Its 
history, in fact, bears a .strik- | 
ing similarity: to that of 
penicillin, for like Its contem- 
porary it lay on the shelf for 
years as an academic show- 
piece before its value was re- 
copnised, firstly in horticulture - 
and then later as a new and im- 
portant drug for the rellef of 
suffering in man, 

Griseofulvin was isolated at 
the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropicat Medicine dy: 
Oxford, Ralstricke and Simonart. 
Seyen years later Brain and 
his co-workers at LCI. isolated 
a species of penicillium that had 
the effect of curling and so 
stopping the spread of minute 
fungus threads. 

A Glaxo research team hod 
begun working on the .agricul- 
tural possibilities of griscofulvin 
and in 1955 a report was Issued 
to rescarch workers summarising 
the available information.

Sixlyesix of these accidents 
vere altribuled to pilot error, 
five to errors on Lhe part of 
other personnel, ten 1o power 
plant failure, two to airframe
